To sny that the reguisition of a harbor in
the bay and peniosila of Samana is sufficient
to warrant the Senato in ratifying the Grant-
Baez treaty is to talk plausibly, if not wisely,
But it is foolishness to wurge the price or the
conseul of the Dominioans as a resson. As
to price, we have already paid a lot of mili.
tary articles, together with some 150,000 in
gold coin, and are to pay §1,500,000 in addi-
tion, and assume all the indebtedness of our
noquisition, As to the amount of the indebt.
edness, there is no evidence upon which a
jury conld come to an opinfon. Whether it
bo six or sightesn millions the 7¥mes eannot
with cortainty say. We have seen a8 much
tostimony that it is the larger ns the smaller
sum. Asto the consent of the Dominicans
expressod by votes, we cannot understand
bow n sensible and upright parson, who ap-
preciites the brutal ignorance of that popula-
tion, can plaoce any reliance whatever upon it

If we must bave a naval depot in Samnna,
that may be & substantial justifieation for the
formality of a treaty with Baez to goetit,
relying upon our ability, when obtained, to
bold it against Dominicans and everybody
else. DBut iesacha depot, in suoch a apot,
worth what we will probably have to pay if
this treaty i ratified? Doss any one pre-
tend to vindlecate the negotiation on that
basis ¥

Weo have seen statements that President
Cirant has said to the Senate committes that
if we did not now take Ban Domingo some
Furopean nation would. Poor simpleton!
England, France, and Spain have all *'beon
thore," and have no desire to go agnin, Weo
wish, before the Senate acta in this troaty, it
would procure throngh Sickles in Madrid a
history of the experience of Spain in that
island from 1861 to 1865,  Perhaps Mr, Lopez
Hoberts, the Bpanish Minister in Washing-
ton, wonld enlighten Senators on that topie.
The desire on tgu part of Dominiecans for the
presence of Spain in 1861 was outwardly
quite as marked and sinocere as now for the
U'nited States, and yel before three years the
natives had organized n system of assassina-
tion of Spanish officers, and 1n 1865 Spain
abandoned the island in disgust.

As to the stranightforwardness of the bar-
gain, we have no more information than as
to the character of the influences by which
Grant wns indnced to wrile his latter of Sep-
tember 4 to Boutwell, in advocaoy of Corbin's
orop theory, in which he advised to sell no
more gold. Grant vindicates the San Do-
mingo treaty just n§ thoroughly as he did the
gold theories of McHenry, Gould, and Corbin,
That thers was a *'big steal” in the latter no
one now doubts, and we are just as clear that
there is a bigger job of plunder in the pend-
ing troaty. As the gold.plot letter of Sep-
tember 4 was inspired by Gould and Corbin,
and got up by Grant and his personal entour-
age, outside the legitimate intlnences of the
Treasury Department, so the San Domingo
scheme was Entch('d by Faliens and O'Sulli-
van, adopted by Grant, execnted by General
Babeock and one or two army quartermns.
ters, without the initintion, scrautiny, and
complete superintendence of the Department
of State and its traditions, ae is nsual in such
affairs. This gives to the whols S8an Domingo
business a flavor of inignity, Grant may be
sincere and honest, but cun the country trust
his judgment? Has he not blundered too
often ¥ Reflect upon Washburne; the igno-
rance of law in the A, 'T. Stewart fiksco; the
disgraceful Cuban diplomnoy; the gold plot
and Corbin's inflnenee, and many other like
things.

Is it not significant and startling that the
country has not had from the Socretary of
State either personal, as distinet from official,
approval of the treaty, or a statement of what
he knows the entire indebtadness of San Do-
mingo to be, together with the character anid
amount of special monopolies granted by
Baez to Fabens and others, which will be por-

tual liens upon the property? The men of
arge capital in this eomntry wonld ba grati-
fiad to hear from ! .. Fish in this mutler,
before plunging into the unknown sea to
which the treaty invites; for, whatever mny
be his political defects as a statesman, he is
known to be sagaciousin business, consorva-
tive and careful of property interests. And
it is the commercial and money aspect of this
treaty which most concerns New York.

COLLECTING THE INCOME TAX,

From the N. Y., Times,

Commissioner Delano sends us a lettor
which is very honornble to him, on the snb.
jeot to whioh we oalled his attention the other
day, and which has takena great hold upon
the public mind, numely, the extromely vexn-
tions manner in which the income tax is
assessed and collected. Tt is manifestly con-
trary to the interests of the Government to
allow any one acting in its name, and wielding
its authority, to pursue a conrse which renders
a particular means of raising revenne odious
and intolerable to the great majority of the
people, Commissioner Delanos letter will
serve to convince the public that the admin.
istration will not countenunoee those misdeads
which have slmost stircoed
against the incomo tax,

We onn assure Commissioner Delano that
our complaint against the ussessors and their
assistants was not made withont eareful in-
quiry into the facts, 1t isn matter of such
notoriety that the tax is lovied in an oppros-
sive manner; that when a man goes before
an assessor he is linble to be treated with in-
solence, aud that all his snswers are listencd
to by the orowd of persous who bappen to be
present; this, we sny, is no well known that
we are surprised to find that Commissioner
Delano hears of it for the first time from ns.
Does he supposc that the wssessors hear np-
peals, or decide the cases of cithizens who
come before thew, in private ¥ ‘I'bat nnques-
tionably is what they ought to do, Bnt the
very arrangemonts of the offien geuerally for.
bid it. Instead of one oitizen appewring
before the assessor or assistant assessor at o
time, & large number are usnally waiting in
one room, and esch man takes his turn,  All
those who are standing by hesr what ig
going on, It is quite right that a manishould
state his income, but it is not right that he
should have Lo state it in the presence of o

ourions crowd, or be cross-examined upon it
in an offensive manner.

We hnd & cnses of this ill-usage be-
fore us when we published our article upon
the lﬂﬁ:‘t Bt a little reflection will con-
vinoe Mr. Delano that we should not be justi-
fied in mﬂw oases public, or even in
men to him pﬁvstely. We have
not the authority of our correspondents for
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doing either, thongh when they soe the Com.
mirxioner's lotbor, we troat they will think it
well to write %o him and give him ths par-
tionlars of thelr complaints, Every assessor
whose name wo published and who might be
dismissed in consoquence, wounld foel at liber-
ty to bring an aotion against us; and although
we have snbmitted to that inconvenionce in
the performance of our duty to the publie
on soveral ooccasions, thers is no neoossity
for callmg upon us to make the sac-
rifice now. When we fecl ealled upon to
denounce & dishonest *“‘ring” or a ocorropt
jndge, wo do it and take the conssgquences.
From that oxercise of our funetions we shall
oertninly never shrink, but in attacking the
mode of nesensing the income tax wo prolest
ngainat a system, and that system isin opera.
tion in all parts of thoe conntry. ‘I'o ascertain
the truth about thst system there is no need
te drag us into & court of law. It would be
to tho lnst degree unreasonable to hold Com-
missioner Delano responsible for the miscon-
duot of all the persons employed in the
Revenune Department. Ho probably knows
only too well how difficult it is to gain the
assistance of discrest and faithful subordin-
ates, We do not blame him for what has
bappened, but we are quite sure that a hint
from him wounld tend much to prevent the
necessity for repeating our complaints, 1or
the rest, wo can only advise those who have
smarted under the “‘insclence of offies’ to
write to Commissloner Delano rather than
to us,

THE DUTIES OF A REPRESENTATIVE,

Judge Kelloy is entitled to the public grati-
tude for a fresh protest against that theory,
expross or implied, which would make & mem-
ber of Congress the hewer of Congrassional
wood and the drawer of OUapitoline water for
overy man, woman, and child in his district,
Among these labors, as Mr. Kelley stales it,
if that “‘of finding places for all nnemployed
people of both sexes known to the member,
and promotion for all ambitions or discon-
tented employes of the Government.” He
tells us (what indeed we knew before) that
‘‘this praetice of sending peopls to ther
Gongressional representntives for employ-
ment has Lecome s0 common as to be insuf-
fernble.”

The member has to read and presently
consider all the notes which fifty or five hun-
drad “‘good hearted people” (as Mr. Kallay
onlls them) see fit to write sotting forth Lhe
patriotism, the virtue, the fidelity, and the
capacity of the office-secker who brings it,
These patrons at ome fancy that the patron
in Washington bas only to ask for others, and
others will receive. e is the dispenser of
all manner of work, for all degrees of com-
pensation, which the Government may hayve
to do. We can fancy the extrome distraction
of his fate. Dvery morning the mendicants
are knocking at his gate. 'U'hey follow him to
the Capitol: they arrest him in the vestibule;
they seek him in the commitiea.room; they
send pagres to call him from his sont; they dis-
turb his dinner, and they make his evening n
season of labor instead of neaded rest., If he
eonld do what he is asked to do, and, notably,
if he knew the secret of giving the same place
to twenty different people, his sorrow would
be a mitigated one, But the age of miracles
bas pussed. The poor momber cannot feed
all thess hungry folk upon the limited num-
ber of loaves and fishes at his command,
Freguently nothing may be left him to
distribute, siuve the stones of disappeintment,
or, paternal as may he his feeling for his con-
stituents, the serpents of denial. But Mr.
Kelley is less severe npon those poor people
who bring the notes of recommendlation, than
npon those who write them, and who shounld
better understand what a Congressman can
do, and what is utterly ont of his power. e
speaks leelingly of the bitter disappointment
which this fucility of ecareless indorsement
often oceasions, and declares that, for one, hia
is nnwilling to be a party to such a practice,
If the convention which wmay nominate him
will pass a resolution approving = proper
Civil Service bill, and’ ““instructing the can-
didate to make it his rule of action, if
elected,” he is willing again to be a candidate.

Wo snspect that these nre the first notes of
a prolest of which we shall, gooner or later,
hear a good deal more. The evil indicated is
rapidly nssnming such great proportions that
Congressional flesh and blood wi{l not be able
to staud it forever, especially as it is an ovil
which nnless cured must of necessity in-
oreise. Senators, holding their offices by a
different tenure, ean afford to be s little in-
dopendent; but Representatives are compara-
tively the ephemera of Congress, and are no
sooner warm in their seats than they are in
danger of losing them, It would be a groat
relief to them, 1t would be of great political
benefit to the people of the whole country, if
it could once for all be nunderstood that, by
the terms of the Oomnstitution, Representn-
tives are elected not to be claim-ngents, office-
brokers, and attorneys for evervbody, but,
after due consideration, to enack wholegome
nnd neeossary laws, and to repeal thoge which
are unwholesome and nnnecessary.

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THE PHILOSOPILY OF SUICIDE,

If there is one incident of the drima of
bumnnn life that seems to be utterly lawless,
watton, and capricious, it 15 that of suicide.
Remorse, love, malancholy, and rage are tho
agents to which we usually atiribute aots of
self-destrietion, and all these human passions
are thought to be abouve and outside laws and
controlling authority. DBut nn age noted for
its disposition to reduce all phenomena to
empirical formulny, and which does not de-
spair of exprossiug oven the vital procvesses
in chemical pomenclature, has laid hold on
suieide and sought to subject i to stable
laws, The resuls are etirions aud interesting,
if they are mot convineing, I they do
nothing clse, they prove the valne of statstics

and compurisons, Urofessor Voo Oetlingon

in n recent work on ethicdd statistics, which
is adwmitted to embrace the most cumplote
ov loetion of fuols conuoobeod with the 1'iiJJl,‘.':
Ol Auiolde ever presentod, Proves, or seoms
to prove, not only thet smioide is incroasing
in all the eivilized nations af  Edrope,
but that the ifoorense I8 chavaoterized

by a remarknble uniformity, The
g frequency of  weli-destroction  has
lung been geverally adwmitted, and a sup-
posed explanntion uf it found in the tendency
of populations to voncuntrate in cities where
the records of it are more carefully preserved;
but the statistios here given show thnt the in-
crease 18 as great in rural districts as in
cities, and that the ratio of incrense every-
where is greater then the ratio of increase of
population. Thus from the year 1520 to 1865
the reports of soicides for avery five years in
Frussia exbibit a steady and anitorm increase
of cases from 712, in the first named year, to
2219 in the last named-—the number of cases
nearly trebling in forty-live yoars, which is
two and a bhalf times as rapid as the growth
of population, In I'rance the inorease is even
more marked. In 1850 there were 1739 casex
of snicide: in 1810 thers were 2574 cases; in
1860, S440; in 1860, 400¢; and in 1865, 4700
showing a ratio of increase nine timos as
great as that of the population,

Ono of the least explicable features of
these curions stalistics is the faol that the
number of cases in any given year inoreases
with the length of the days. There are more
suicides in the long days of June and July
than in the short dags of December and Janu-
ary. Of every thonsand cases in Europe it is
shown that 64 take place in Janoary. 68 in
February, 70 in March, 88 in April, 106 in
May, and 119 in June; this is the crisis, for
the mumber decreases to 10D in July, Y2 in
Aungust, 79 in Beptember, 76 in October, 66
in November, and it reaches its minimum of
60 in Decomber. Whether this differcnce is
the effect of the growing heat of the longer
days, or the grester length of daylight, is
a question which the compiler does not
answer, IHis objeet is to furnish the facts,
und allow others to speculate upon them as
they ean,

Even the mode of committing suicide ap-
pears to be governed by some wystevious and
unknown intlnence, for, year after year, the
siuue proportions of self-des'royers choose
the rame methods of taking their life, In
Froves, for every 100 maile suicides, 26 resort
to drowning, 42 to hanging, 14 to shooling,
i to stubbing, 6 to charcoal fames, ¥ to
poison, and § to jumping from a height, Of
thie same number of fewmales who kill them-
welves, 44 choose drowniog, 29 hanging, 14
charcos] fumes, 4 poison, and 6 juwmping
from & height, The only disturbance in the
uniforwity of what seems to be the rule
governing the menner of self-destrnotion 18
the gradunal pgrowth of drowning and
shooting iuto disfavor within the last
thirty yesrs, mod the growth of hanging
into greater favor. Hunging is the most
common method in rural regions, shooting
with soldiers and nobles, and drowning with
servants, 1t is commonly supposed that the
Frenoh are more addicted to suicide than nny
ather people, because of the great nmuhqr of
cnres that Paris affords, and that the passions
und excitements of Paris life, no doubt,
prompt; but the greatest proportion of
suivides in Europe 18 found amongst the
Seandinavians, who furnish anpually 136
case’ to every million of mpulatwu: the
Germans furpish 112; the French 105; the
Latin pations about 850; and Lhe Balnw'm
of Austris 47. The greatest proportion in
the (lerman States s found in Baxony.
Large cities go far beyond these figures,
Paris alone yielding G646 suicides, annually,
to every milllon of population. In all coun-
tries, males are wore prone to self-destrac-
tion than females, in the proportion of 3 to
1: but the disposition in both sexes increases
with age, and is greatest in extreme old age.
Murriage would appear to be a partial safe.
guard against self-murder, as the proportion
of unmarried persons who kill themsolves ia
decidedly greater than that of marriod per-
sons; the proportion of widowed persons is
greater still, but that of the divorced and
separated is far greatast of all. 3 )

Of the canses of suicide, mentsl disorder is
the most active, one-third of all ewics that
ocenr being trageable to it; oneainth to
physical suffering; one-eighth to loss of pro-
peity; one-tenth by remorse, shume, or fear
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of punishment; one-sighth to family trontiles;
oneninth to gaming and other ¥loos; and a
\ou small praportion o disappointed love,

‘o iave sald that the sialistios Bhow i eon-
slant and steady ineroase i all pivilizod sotin-
tries of Edarope in the ratio of snieidea. In
Norway this ratio of annual increase is three
per cont,, aud in Baxony, where it is grestest,
it is five por osnt., while the ratio of Inoreass
of population is lu 5o Furopean conntey more
than 164 per cent, a yoar. 'This anggon}u the
possibility of the ulimate self-extinotion of
the buman race,  Indeed, if the statistics are
correot, and prove what they seem to prove,
there is & time in the remots future whon
the nuinber of annual suicides on the earth
will exceed the number of births; and still be.
yond that is a time when the proocess of self.
destruction, going on at an annually accels.-
raling ratio, will haye left bub one human
being on the planet, and he, with a rope
around his solitary wensand, shall jump from
a barn rafter, and leave the unforlunate
planet without an inhabitant.

GOVERNMENT BY NEGROILS,
From the Pall Mall Gazette.

* * * Except in the case of the United
States, there has been groat uniformity in
the history of the suppression of rebollions
in modern times. {"irst, there has heen
govere and often sanguinary punishment in-
flicted on the chiefs of the revolt: then has
suocceeded a period during which the sucoess
ful empire has enforeced strict obedience to
itselfl from its subjugated depondency; and
finally has come o strong desire, growing
gowetimes out of policy, sometimes oul of n
sense of juslice, and sometimes out of mere
emotion, to win ils affections, or at all
events its volantary acquiescence io accom-
plished faots. England is just at pre.
sent fecling an almost passionate wish
to be recomeilod to Ireland, and to be
beloved by the natives of India; Austria has
done her best to cowe to terms with Hungary,
and there are signs that the sufferings of Po.
lund are beginning to cause discomfort and
compunction even in Russin. The United
States seem destined to an experience of a
different kind., On the morrow of the con-
rquest their treatment of the Southern leaders
was marked by a gontleness whioh will always
be remembered to their honor., Batin the
next stage of their relations with the Bouth
the mecessity for combining despotie rule
with somelhing like forms of local self-gov-
ernment forced them to adopt a policy which
has more than made np for their abatinence
from bloodshed. Nobody whose intelligence
hus not been impaired Ly the habit of ropant-
ing formulas about universal suffrage can
doubt that the punishment intheted on the
Southern wbites is fur the severest whioch
one ru]u!u‘mi!)‘ bins ever intlictad on
another, ngland oyernod Iteland
thiongh a wminority, which the muss of
Lhe Ceoltie 1|I![r1'.:.11|.'|rl], howeveor it
might hate, never dreamed of despi sing: the
United States rule the South throngh a mn-
jority of pegroes, coutempt for whom was
alost H'h;,;;-'-li with the "f'lh"". hefore the
attemipl of secession. We ars ot consider-
ing whether the punishment was deserved, or
whether the Northern States conld I'IIIN\illhl.\‘
help intlicting it; we merely say that, after
the capacily of the negro for improvement
has bizen rated as highly ns possible, and after
nll pussible deductions had been made frowm
the eredibility of the stovies published by the
Democratio press, the fuot remaing that goy-
ornment of white men by colored ex-slaves
is the acutest form of moral torture which
has cver Leen applied (o s community,
How nnfortunate it bas been that the pun-
ishment of the South has taken this shape
the United Statcs is not likely to feel
until the time comes (and it will certainly
come) when the people of the North will
bie animated with the strongest wish to be re-
conviled to even the most obstinate zealots of
secession, We should be sorry to lay down
that the United States would have done well
to have shed blood like water in the first mo-
menty of triumpl, if only they could have
devised some less dograding contrivance for
the provisionel government of the South.
Yol it i8 guite certuin that bloodshed is easily
forgotten; personal ontrage with the greatest
difficulty, The Hungarian nobles appear to
have forgiven the Fiperor Francis Joseph
for his wholesale executions of their
brethyen; but nobody can fail to see
that the “‘irreconcilability” of some of the
most eminent of French politicians is greatly
doe to recollections of the personal dis-
honor to which they were subjected on
the momorable morning of the coup d'elat,
At the present moment we are well aware that
nothing seems less important to the great
mwajority of the Northern people than that
the experiment which they are trying in the
Sonth causes excessive discomfort to a par-
cel of conguered Hebeols; but they will pro-
bably lercaiter view this experiment with
otber cyes when there comes the inevitable
woking to sympathy and pity, and when,
miuch about the same timo, it appears that
the negroes, who ara the instruments of pun-
ishment, have Lecome not only a Southern
but a Northern power, weighing heavily in
the scale whenever a national decision has to
ba taken.
